5. Claims 1-7 are considered allowable since prior art made of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations having a in combination with other features, a first local control circuit, in a 
refresh mode, starting an operation of successively selecting rows of said first memory 
cell array in response to a first refresh end signal received from an (M-1)th sub-memory 
block and instructing a refresh start to an (M+1)th sub-memory block when said 
operation of successively selecting rows ends, and said first memory bank further 
includes a plurality of sense amplifiers bands each shared by adjacent two of said first 
to N-th sub-memory blocks.
